An Editorial 


We must pursue the wounded German beast, close 
in on its heels and finish it off in its own lair’— that 
was Joseph Stalin speaking in his May First Order of the 
Day. It is just this job for which our soldiers have been 
preparing on the British Isles. Our own people await 
with impatience, as does the 
whole democratic world, the news 
that the great attack on the 
wounded beast has begun from 
the west and the south. As for 
the east, Stalin’s words breathed 
confidence not only for his Soviet 
audience. They were a declara- 
tion to the great alliance of free 
peoples that the Red Army which 
has grappled with the Nazi beast 
for almost three years, will be in 
there at the kill. 

But Stalin emphasized that 
though the Germans have suf- 
fered such wounds, and are licking them feverishly, they 
do not cease to be dangerous. A terrific and difficult 
struggle to destroy the Nazi armies in the field must be 
expected. The diversion in Italy, our systematic air bom- | 
bardments, the material assistance to the Soviet Union— -— 
all of which Stalin significantly acknowledged—do begin | 
to measure up to the task which faces our own armies | 
and our own people. 


Stalin’s emphasis on the tough fight ahead, however, 
has nothing in common with those predictions of pro- 
tracted, inconclusive warfare on the continent that have 
come from several British army men, and from Lord 
Halifax, British ambassador in the United States. 


It is one thing for the Allied peoples to understand 
fully the stakes of the coming battles, and gird them- 
selves accordingly. It is another. thing to spin theories 
of attrition, of the enemy’s slow strangulation of which 
some erstwhile Municheers are so fond. 1 


The second front will be hard. But it éan lead to a 1 
relatively swift decision. Stalin's warning against com- 
placency was directed to his own people, but it holds 
equally for our own country. Abandoning all complacency, 
we can make the coming battles swift and sure.
